the [schools of 'science; 939 in tie 
schools of theology; 81 in the schools of 
law; and 1G5 in the schools cf medicine. 
No one who has not a elecp-seatcd pre­ 
judice against the colored raee will [pre­ 
tend that the negrcs in the south are be­ 
ing improved in their moral aud mental 
condition. Of course thousands of them 
are ignorant, and never can be educated, 
but this much can also be said cf thou- 
ands of whites in tho south. 
If the negro is “utterly unreliable.* 
who is largely responsible for keeping 
bim in that condition? lias the Ava­ 
lanche, or any of the democratic papers 
or demociatic leaders in the south ever 
dot e anything to raise the moral stand­ 
ard of

In Michael Cooney tho 
police believe that they have discovered ' 
the other brother. 
Tho police believe tho Williams brothers 
were tho actual murderers of Dr. Cronin. I 
When Chief Hubbard was asked whether , 
ho wanted Cooney he replied: 
“Of courso we do.” 
Cooney is bidi ;ved to be ono of tho 
Williams 
broth rs. 
Ho answers 
tho 
description of the smaller ono of tho two 
mysterious indiwduals, as does Martin 
Burko that of tho larger ono. 
Cooney is a 
brick-layer by trade and is a most hot­ 
headed fo low by disposition. 
Ho was a 
member of camp 20 of tho Clan-na-Gael, 
and moreover, was an intim ate friend of 
Martin Burko. 
In stature Coonoy is about 
five feet six in dies in height. 
Ho has a 
sandy mustache. 
In hoiglit and hirsute 
adornment ho answers tho description of 
tho smaller of the “ Williams” brothers. 
Cooney is said to have left Chicago on 
tho night of the Sunday on which Dr. 
Cronin was buried. 
That was tho night of 
Martin Burke’s disappearance.

May 4 Cooney was hard up, but shortly 
after Cronin’s disappearance ho was Hush 
with funds, and on tho Sunday succeeding 
tho bloody event ho disappeared from his 
previous haunts.

Cooney was seen about the Carlson cottago 
early on tho evening of May 4, and ono 
man has been found who claims to have 
seen a rnau, answering the bricklayer’s 
description, leaving tho cottago shortly 
before 11 o’clock on th at night.

W ashington, Juno 20.—M artin Burko 
not having been naturalized is still a Brit­ 
ish subject. 
Inquiry was mado at tho 
State departm ent to-day as to whether or 
not tho Canadian authorities would bo 
likely to surrender tho fugitive upon the 
presentation of extradition papers. 
Assistant Secretary 
Moore, 
who has 
charge of all extradition cases, was of tho 
opinion that no serious obstai los would bo 
met, as, although thoro is no international 
treaty 
in existence that compels any 
country to surrender ono of hor subjects 
to the country of another, Great Britain 
I and tho United States have invariably ox- 
j changed courtesies of this kind when tho 
guilt of tho accused was clearly established. 
To bring Burko back to Chicago tho 
Governor of Illinois must inako applica­ 
tion to tho State Department for extradi­ 
tion papers, and Secretary Blaino will 
then 
authorize aa emissary to go to 
Ottawa and make a formal request to tho 
Dominion government for tho prisoner. 
Burko will then bo taken before a Cana­ 
dian magistrate at Winnipeg, and if suffi­ 
cient evidence is produced to justify his 
commitment ho will bo surrendered to tho 
custody of tho officer who is authorized to 
escort him to Chicago. 
Tho copy of an indictment is not sulli- 
cient to socuro the extradition of tho fugi­ 
tive, tho treaty between tho two countrios 
requiring that tho evidonco of guilt m ust 
be conclusively shown. 
Consequently if 
Burke shows light tho Chicago officers must 
take their witnesses against him to W inni­ 
peg and orally prove to tho satisfaction of 
tho magistrate Burko’s complicity in tao 
crime.

J o l i e t , 111., June 20. —There arn actual 
ca*'1-* of destitution aud sta.vafion among 
families of the lockcil-out coal miners in 
Braidwood district. A commit:e> of Joliet 
i itizcMs sent the Rev. James Lewis of tho 
Central Presbyterian church, 
and J. J. 
W alter, secretary of tho 5 011114 Men’s 
Christian association to Braidwood to in­ 
vestigate the condition of tho minors and 
their families. 
They found many cases of 
actual want in tho households of tho 
miners, nearly a1! of whom have largo 
families of eh ldron. 
At tho ! eginm ngof the striko thoro w'oro 
1.211 men employed. 
Since then about 
200, 
principally young men, have loft 
BraUlwcoi for other points, leaving about 
1.000 minors, most of whom are heads of 
families. 
It is a safe estimate to say that 
5.000 persons have 
been left without 
means of livelihood. 
Tho natioim ity of tho Braidwood miners 
was found to bo IOO negroes, JOO Italians, 
loO Bohemians, and 
HO English, Irish, 
Scotch, and Bohemians. 
Tho miners have 
a relief committee, but supplies uro scarce. 
Eft Tho* I b v. Lewis and W alter saw families 
tu n .1 away from the relief headquarters 
with the rem ark: 
“ We have no Hoar for 
you to day: co ne to-morrow.” 
In many 
eases this meant neither supper nor break- 
last and there were no doubt many families 
too proud to beg relief. 
Tho relief com­ 
mittee calls on tho citizens generally to be­ 
stow whatever thoy can in charity for the 
relief of tho suffering fami ios of 
tho 
min rs, 
A benefit concert will bo given at 
the opera house to-morrow night and sub­ 
scription lists to raise money havo been 
started iii various parts of tho city.

by no means the oldest in France, for tho 
bourse of Toulouse dates from led J, and 
that of Rouen from 1550. 
Tile present 
bourse was built in 1820 by subscription 
made by th** brokers and commercial men, 
aided by tho government and municipality 
of Paris. 
It is a Greek monument situated 
in a largo square, between tho Rue Viv­ 
ienne and the Ruo Notre Dame des Victoires. 
It is built in tho form of a Creole temple 
of the Corinthian order, and, although 
very imposing by its grandeur and beauty 
of lines, 
it is not well adapted for its

At each end a flight of 
stops leads to tho entrance.

ventilated ut all seasons, and in winter it 
is dark ai d damp. 
This hall is surrounded 
by arcades and galleries.

the ground and provided with a vo vet- 
padded roil. 
Around this corloillo or bas­ 
ket, stand tho agents do change, or licensed 
brokers, sixty in number, shouting out to 
each other the quotations:

In general terms we may say that tho 
big financial agents aro to be found inside 
tho bourse and the smaller agents outside 
on tho peristyle and under the colonnade. 
Tho activo agents bear tho namo of agents 
de change and coulissiers, which terms mo 
shall proceed to explain. 
All transactions in public funds and 
other stocks admitted to tho official list 
must bo made by members of the highly 
privileged body of brokers called agents do 
chang* 
They aro sixty in number, are 
nominally appointed by tho Minister of 
Finance, and givo bonds in $50,000 each. 
These official brokers aro not allowed to 
mako uny financial or commercial trans­ 
action on their own account, nor can thoy 
be directly or indirectly interested in any 
business enterprise under penalty of dis­ 
missal or fine. 
It is needless to say that in 
spite of this restriction thoy find a way of 
getting around the articles of tho penal 
codo. 
Tho official brokers aro also forbid­ 
den to transact any business in their offices, 
and nil their G yrations are supposed to bo 
made publicly at the Stock Exchange. 
But there is reason to believe that on this 
point they also find a way over tho diffi­ 
culty. 
The agents do change aro sworn to 
secrecy, and can not reveal the names of 
any of their buyers or sellers without per­ 
mission.

because the government recog­ 
nizes only tho one appointed and sworn; 
but in reality they have several partners, 
according to tho importance of their busi­ 
ness. 
To have “an eighth,” “a quarter,” 
or “ a half” in the business of a Paris 
agent de change is counted as one of tho 
lucky things of this oarth. 
Theso partner­ 
ships aro formed by a private agreement 
deposited with tho brokers’ association, or 
syndical chamber, as it is called. 
A t tho 
head of this association is a syndic, or 
chairman, M. H art, and six 
they constitute tho executive 


The 
courtages, or commissions, 
are * 
established by the Brokers’ association. On J 
all stocks negotiated for tho end of tho \ 
month the commission is 1-8 per cent: for 
those negotiated for tho two settling days, 
the 1st aud 16th, the brokerage is 1-10 per 
cent, aud for government securities 25 
francs on each 2,200 francs of tho 5 per 
cents, and 20 francs on each 1,500 of tho 
3 per cents. 
On all cash transactions tho 
commission is 1-8 per cont on tho capital, 
which is calculated as though all tho pay­ 
ments had been made. 
Un all quoted 
stocks of IOO francs ai d less the rate is 5 
cents for each stock. 
The corporation of agents do change is 
highly honorable. 
This body, collectively 
and technically called 
tho parquet, paid up 
27, ODO, OOO of francs 
lost after tho battle of 
Solferino, and at tho 
time of the “ krach” 
of the Union Generalo 
in 1882 the agents do 
chango borrowed 82,- 
000,000 francs in or­ 
der 
to 
assure the 
prom pt payment of 
all differences. 
It is 
tho rarest thing to 
read in g TITE quota- hear of any irregular 
TiONS. 
conduct on tho part 
of an agent do chango, tho company being 
always roady to cover ono of their num ­ 
ber pecuniarily and otherwise. 
An agent 
do change can not fail. 
Tho word parquet usod above is derived 
from tho floor of tho hall of tho bourse, 
whero business is transacted. 
As already 
stated, a part of this floor is railod off; in 
tho middle is tho corbeille, and at tho sides 
are two smaller parquets, called “ guitars,” 
whore tho clerks of tho agent do chango 
stand, whilo behind tho corbeille is tho 
room whero tho agents moot to fix tho final 
quotations of tho day, aud also to chat and 
take a drink a t tho bar. 
Nowadays few 
of the great bankers or presidents of credit 
establishments come to the l>ours!) in per­ 
son, whereas formerly tho Baron James do 
Ko hschild, the Barons Ilottinguer and 
Malice, and all tho generation of tho 
nineteenth century financiers used invaria­ 
bly to assist at what is called tho closing 
of tho parquet. 
Tho partners of an agent do chango, tho 
quarters and eighths of a broker, quarts 
il’agent do chango, as tho French term 
runs, aro for tho most part young men of 
fortuno who are disposed to do nothing in 
tho morning but rido in the park and 
brook fast a t tho Cafe Anglais or tho 
Maison d'Outrive in tho Bois of an aftor” 
noon, dino at homo or with stylish mis­ 
tresses, anil go to tho theaters and their 
clubs at night. 
Their daily labor consists 
iii 
passing two hours at tho bourso pro 
forma and one hour at their offices. 
For 
that m atter, tho bourse is no longer so 
picturesque as wo may judge it to havo 
been formerly on the strength of tho evi­ 
dence of Gavarni and Balzac. 
Gobseck 
nowadays does not go to the bourse, and if 
ho did ho would bo dressed by a good 
tailor, wear an eyeglass, a handsome scarf­ 
pin, nnd woll-fitting gloves.

with tho public or with tho minister » f 
finance. 
Besides the $50,000 given to tile 
government each broker pays $24,000 into 
the treasury of tho association. The agent 
de change has tho right of selling out his 
business to any one whom he chooses, pro­ 
vided his choice is approved by the asso­ 
ciation and confirmed by tho minister of 
finance. 
Ho also has the right to transmit 
his business to his widow or heirs. 
A seat in the board, as a New Yorker 
would say, is worth about $400,000. 
An 
official stock broker is supposed to require 
security in money and bonds beforo exe­ 
cuting any time bargain, as speculators 
form tho larger part of tho customers. He 
can refuse to do business for any one w ho 
does not furnish these guarantees; but, in 
reality, the big financial operators never 
deposit any security for tho transaction 
they make through the broker. 
Their 
credit is considered to be sufficient; only, 


when a crash comes, and those speculators 
are unable to meet their differences—ad in 
1882, for example—it is the broket or tho 
association that pays. 
As soon as a 
negotiation 
is 
concluded tho broker 
notifies his customer 
by 
letter. 
If 
securities 
payable 
to 
bearer 
have 
been sold, the money ought to bo delivered 
in twenty-four hours: if, on tho contrary, 
registered securities have been bought, the 
broker has a week in which to deliver them, 
the formalities of transfer requiring a cer­ 
tain delay. 
The purchases and sales are 
represented by a memorandum given by 
the broker who makes the transaction, and 
these memoranda serve as vouchers for the 
purchaser. 
Every broker must keep a 
book of sales and purchases wherein aro 
carefully recorded the numbers of tho 
securities that pass through his hands; in 
this way it is easy to trace any paper lost 
or stolen. 
Every day at 3 o’clock, after the close 
of the market, the official brokers rotiro to 
their committee-room, and, by a majority, 
vote the official quotations of each timo 
stock sold during the day’s market.

prices on all cash transactions aro publicly 
announced as soon as made.

manner of a calf. 
Thoy aro I oth ewo lambs. 
Theso indi­ 
cations, to an experienced breeder, are of 
themselves sufficient to provo tho autheuti 
city of tho story regarding their strange 
birth. Thoro is a strong likelihood of their 
growing to a largo size. and on both their 
heads thoro are dark spots, indicating a 
possibility of horns. 
They 
aro a t pres­ 
ent as largo as ordinary year-old lambs. 
The cow is an ordinary, common-grade 
red cow, 
without any presumptions to 
pedigree. 
It is keptjin tho next stall to 
tho lambs, and munches away quito con­ 
tentedly. 
The calf, which was born shortly after 
the lambs, is also in tho group, but it bas 
not tho slightest 
claim t » distinction, 
further than tho factjthat it is brother to 
the lambs. All four are healthy anil vigor­ 
ous looking.

Jackson telegraphed and sent postal 
cards offering a reward of $100, in every 
direction, and took all precautions to 
head off his man; and meantime covered 
a good deal of ground in tbe woods be­ 
tween Monroe and Franklin, Saturday p 
rn., thinking tbat Miller might be in that 
neighborhood. 
How near he guessed, 
the facts will bear witness. 
Miller ar­ 
rived at Peterson's house, [at Franklin, 
about 12 o'clock Saturday night, and was 
in that vicinity until five o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, cr thereabouts. 
He found 
friends in that vicinity, evidently, who 
fed him aud gave Lim a blanket to sleep 
on in Slattuck’s bam. Although his 
presence vbs known Sunday morning by 
several, it was not until Jo. Land got 
onto it that the officers were notified 
at Monroe, by 
Mr. Land. 
Sheriff 
Jackson and Deputy Cal. Moro im­ 
mediately 
started, and traveled 
as 
fast 
as possible, bat 
on 
arrivirur 
at Sbattuck’s found Miller bad left the 
barn and taken to tbe woods. 
He had 
probably been notified in some way tbat 
he had been discovered. The sheriff col­ 
lected a posse cf neighbors and scoured 
the woods, the barns end other hiding 
places n. the vicinity, and guarded the 
roads and crossings to prevent en es­ 
cape. It was known that Miller was in 
the belt, and that he was making for 
Brownstown; 
that he was feeble and 
not able to travel fest, as it took him 
twelve hoarse to get from Monroe to 
Franklin Mills, a distance of five miles. 
Cal. Morse and a Mr. Hagan drove to 
Brownstown, after midnight, to notify 
the people there to be on the watch. But 
Mille r piobably got to Brownstown about 
the eame time tbat the officers did. When 
he was discovered, he oeme to tbe hcnso 
where James 
Dale was 
tiling, who 
recognized him. Miller saw his mistake 
and that he had got into the wrong place 
and so left immediately. 
Dale at once 
went to the hotel and notified Deputy 
Baker, who procared a posse aud follow­ 
ed down the road from Dale’s and over­ 
took the fugitive at about four o’clock 
p .m ., Monday, about two miles south 
of Brow ntow n. 
H e wa* brought back 
to Browntown, and taken to the hotel, 
where he probably took his dore of 
strychnine, and died from its effects 
at about seven o’clock. Ho Lad drank 
some m;lk before, refusing to eat break­ 
fast with tbe officer, and while the men 
were eating their breakfast he took tbe 
fatal dose. His body was brought to 
Monrr e md buried at tbe count>’s ex­ 
pense en Tnesdry, The only person 
who saw Miller tfke tbe poison was a 
son ef Mr. Trickle, a mere boy. These 
are mainly and particularly the facto as 
gathered from diligent inquiry.

LIVELY TIMES IN THE ANNUAL COUNCIL OF 


THE MILWAUKEE DIOCESE. 
The council of the Episcopal diocese 
of Milwaukee is now in session in Mil­ 
waukee. It appears from tho published 
reports of the proceedings that the coun • 
oil are having a rather lively and inter­ 
esting cession, the principal topios cr 
questions under debate being tbat of 
representation, changes affecting 
the 
doctrines, dnd|several other questions. 
Regarding tbe oranges of doctrine, 
the Rev. Dr. Riley, of Nashotah, offered 
a resolution 
protesting 
against any 
change effecting the doctrine being made 
in tbe prayer book at tbe next general 
convention. 
Rev. Dr. Adams offered a 
memorial to the general 
convention, 
which he bs id covered 
tho 
ground 
more completely than 
Dr. 
Riley’s 
resolution. 
He 
said 
that 
when 
he entered the ministry it was generally 
thought that the church was solid and 
unchangeable, but since 
then more 
changes had taken place in the servioe of 
tbe ohnrch that any other ohureh had 
ever experienced. 
He alluded to the 
editing of the hymnal, by which <300 old 
hymns wtie pitched ont and 300 new 
hymns pitched in, ai dsaid that that kind 
of editing was editing with a pitchfork* 
Dr. Adams stated that be wanted to be 
certain that the prayer which he offtra 
to day will be lawful to-morrow. 
Rev* 
Dr. Riley accepted Dr. Adams* memo­ 
rial aa a substitute for his own. 
The 
whole matter, however, was laid upon 
tbe table on motion of Moses M. Strong 
of Mineral Point. 
Rev.Dr. Babbitt, of the committee on 
di MJisau missions, offered reso lu tio n s 
providing for Jay assistants, to be licensed 
by tbe bishop, in missionary work. Rev. 
Dr. Jewell, of Racine college, objected 
to the words “wiped out,’’ contained in 
the re solution, and suggested that th6 
word “discontinued” be inserted instead 
Dr. Babbit stated that he always pre­ 
ferred to use an expressive Anglo-Saxon 
phrase like “ wiped out,” rather than a 
dilated word like “discontinued." Dr. 
Adorns created a laugh by declaring tbat 
Anglo-Saxon is a dead language. 
Rev. Dr. Babbitt offered a resolution 
protesting ageist the looseness of the 
divorce laws in Wisconsin and calling 
for a marriage license law. The resolu­ 
tion , which provided tor the appointment 
of a committee to prepaie a memorial on 
the subjtct, temporarily gave way to the 
regular order of business. 
Rev. 
Arthur Piper, Rev. 
Charles 
Holme s and F. 8. Rogers were chosen 
members of tbe board of missions frr 
three years. Bishop Knight was elected 
trustee of the funds end property for 
three years,aud Rev. Dr. Babbitt wee 
chosen to fi’l a simitar position for one 
year. 
There Is scarcely any {doubt that the 
proposition to do away with the lay rep 
resentation c f missions will be defeated. 
It is the general impression that some 
measure making lay representation pro­ 
portionate to the number of communi­ 
cants will be adopted by the counoil, but 
it will have to be acted .upon favorably 
by tho next annual ccnooil before it can 
become a law.

The keeping of Rock river open for 
the ase of boats is a question which tho 
people of Janesville are yearly becoming 
more interested,Jin as the up-river pleas­ 
ure resorts are the only plaoes wh*ch are 
a coes sable to a (majority, and to reach 
these the steamboats must have an un­ 
obstructed passage. No doubt if the 
wishes cf the people were properly laid

Nowlau and Wm. Gunn, of the county 
ooard, and Supervisor J. L. Bear. of tbe 
town of Janesville—tbe raising of the 
bridge conld be satisfactorily arranged. 
If it is allowed to be built on the pres­ 
ent plans as to height, the bridge will 
blockade tbe river to all except row-boats. 
It would not be amiss for those inter­ 
ested lo appoint a committee to investi­ 
gate the matter and ascertain what can 
be done. 
One thing is certain, the 
bridge is to be built on time, therefore 
work on the part of those interested in 
maintaining unobstructed passage to the 
fishing grounds up tbe river should com­ 
mence, and in the language of the street 
urobio, “get a move on you.”

The hereditary prince of Ilohenlohe 
Langenburg. says I.abouchere, is certain­ 
ly not a goo*i match for a daughter of the 
prince of Wales, as he Is merely the son 
of a mediatized prince of no very large 
possessions. The Hohenlokc Landen burg 
family would never have been heard of 
in England but for the fact that the late 
prince (who died in 1860) happened to 
marry Princess Feodore of Leiningen, the 
half sister of the Queen, which at once 
established their claims upon the pockets 
of the complacent British public, and 
Count Gleichen has for more than twenty- 
seven years held the sinecure office of 
governor of the Round Tower, to which 
a salary of £1,200 a year is attached. 
Ile also enjoys the use of free apartments 
in S t James’ palace, and receives the 
half-pay of a retired admiral, while his 
son (who is a clever man and a very smart 
officer) has received a commission in one 
of the household regiments. 
Lord Salisbury must shudder at the 
notion of this 
betrothal, as 
he 
has 
pledged himself to the prince of Mf ales 
to ask the House of Commons for a pro­ 
vision of any child of II. IL H. who is 
about to marry; and he well knows the 
fuss which any such application will pro­ 
duce 
after the scandalous manner in 
which the present ministry shuffled out 
of Mr. Gladstone’! pledge (on the faith 
of which Princess Beatrice got her £6,000 
a year) that a parliamentary committee 
should be appointed to inquire into the 
whole question of the royal grants, and 
also, it was presumed, into the expendi­ 
ture of the civil list aud the curious privy 
purse bedevilments. 
The real fact 
is that the Queen 
would not hear of any such inquiries and 
Lord 
Salisbury of course gave way, 
and was probably very glad to do so, as 
there would have been many awkward 
revelations and all kinds of embarrassing 
questions would have arisen if the com­ 
mission had done its work in a thorough 
fashion. 
Many years ago the Queen was 
wnmcil by one of lier favorite courtiers
